Greeno  was  our  first  fatal  mine  explosion 

by  Buck  Henson 

It  was  not  until  1907  that  Wise  County  suffered  its  first  fatal  mine  explosion. 

This  occurred  at  8  am  on  March  16  at  the  Greeno  mine  which  lay  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of 
where  the  Lonesome  Pine  International  Raceway  is  now. 

It  was  operated  by  R.P.  Bruce,  a  Wise  attorney  and  a  candidate  for  Congress  in  the  previous  fall 
elections. 

The  mien  employed  ten  men  underground  of  whom  four  survived,  thanks  largely  to  the 
experienced  leadership  of  James  Barrowman,  the  superintendent. 

It  has  been  surmised  that  a  large  percentage  of  underground  explosions  occur  in  the  winter  and 
spring  months  because  the  low  barometric  pressures  permit  gasses  to  migrate  from  the  more 
distant  workings  of  the  mines.  If  a  mine  is  not  operated  at  night,  opportunity  is  provided  for  gas  to 
accumulate. 

Old  miners  used  to  talk  about  holding  their  lamps  up  against  the  roof  upon  entering  a  mine  in  the 
mornings  to  deliberately  burn  off  any  accumulated  gasses. 

Early  in  December  of  1910,  Superintendent  Barrowman  decided  that  he  would  not  go  to 
Minnesota  for  Christmas.  His  wife  would  visit  him  in  Wise  County  instead.  On  December  13,  she 
boarded  a  train  for  Bluefield,  WV,  where  he  was  to  meet  her.  She  made  a  connection  with  Norfolk 
and  Western  Train  No.  4  at  Williamson  at  4:55  on  the  morning  of  December  1 5  and  arrived  at  her 
destination  at  9:40. 

There,  she  “alighted  buoyantly  and  looked  around  the  depot  platform  expecting  any  minute  to 
see  her  husband  rushing  toward  her”.  When  he  did  not  appear,  she  went  on  the  Altamount  Hotel 
where  she  inquired  for  him  at  the  desk.  She  was  told  that  a  Mr.  Taylor  from  Coeburn  had  a  message 
for  her,  but  he  had  just  stepped  out. 

The  reason  James  Barrowman  was  not  there  was  that  there  had  been  another  explosion  at  the 
Greeno  mine.  The  blast  had  occurred  at  9:10  on  the  morning  of  December  14.  Of  the  dozen  miners, 
only  four  escaped  death. 

James  Rosenburg,  a  company  man,  was  badly  burned,  but  managed  to  survive.  John”  Swede” 
Roden  and  G.  E.  Lehman  had  found  a  leak  in  a  one-inch  compressed  air  line  which  enabled  them  to 
survive  the  after-damp.  John  Ritcky,  identified  as  a  Salvishman,  was  found  alive  with  his  face  in  a 
small  stream.  Gussjo  Ritchie,  the  1 5-year  old  mule-driver  was  not  so  fortunate  as  he  was  overcome 
by  after-damp. 

His  mule  was  found  dead  near  a  main  door  which  it  had  vainly  tried  to  kick  down.  James 
Barrowman  was  found  face  down  with  his  back  “burned  to  the  bone”. 

The  next  day,  Mrs.  Barrowman  made  her  sad  journey  to  Wise  County  in  heavy  mourning  with 
tears  “glistening  through  the  heavy  black  veil  that  shrouded  her  face”.

Jenkins  Celebrates  Opening  Of  David  A. 
Zegeer  Coal  Railroad  Museum

was  dedicated  May  9,  1998  in  Jenkins,  KY) 

Hundreds  of  people  joined  Governor  Paul  Patton 
Saturday  in  Jenkins  to  dedicate  the  David  A. 
Zegeer  Coal  and  Railroad  Museum. 

The  museum  is  the  realization  of  a  long  sought 
after  goal  of  the  people  of  Jenkins  who  began 
working  on  the  project  years  ago. 

Fittingly,  the  museum  is  located  in  the  old 
Railroad  Depot  on  Main  Street. 

It  was  named  after  David  Zegeer,  who  served  as 
Consolidated  Coal  and  later  Beth-Elkhom  Coal 
Corporations’  general  manager.  He  is  credited 
with  assisting  the  Jenkins  Independent  Schools  in 
raising  funds  for  facilities  and  educational 
programs  .  In  addition,  he  was  instrumental  in 
using  coal  company  resources  together  with  city 
input  to  develop  recreational  facilities  and  other 
community  projects  which  have  been  enjoyed  by 
thousands  of  area  residents. 

In  1988  Zegeer  and  another  former  Jenkins 
resident,  Marshall  Prunty,  premiered  a 
documentary  they  produced  entitle  “Birth  of  a 
Coal  Mining  Town  -  Jenkins,  Kentucky”  which 
chronicled  the  development  of  the  Eastern 
Kentucky  town  from  the  early  1900’s. 

Zegeer  now  lives  in  Lexington,  Kentucky  where  he 
is  the  president  of  his  own  mine  consulting  firm. 


In  the  program  of  the  opening  to  the  Museum  there 
was  a  poem  written  in  honor  of  Dave  Zegeer  by 
Carlis  “Abb”  Williams,  who  was  employed  by  the 
company  which  employed  them  both.  It  expresses 
the  feeling  of  about  everyone  who  knows  Mr. 
Zegeer  both  within  the  company  and  in  the 
communities  close  by. 

In  my  home  town  black  gold  is  found 
A  legend  in  it’s  time 
A  hundred  years  of  sweat  and  tears 
Down  in  a  deep  dark  mine. 

To  all  you  folks  in  Jenkins  town 
A  monument  so  dear
